But this is not all. The 
promise of higher prices for 
wheat in the 'Home Market" 
calls for scrutiny. The appeal 
sifted down, comes to this : 
"Pension a number of corn con- 
sumers to come and buy of you. 
Subsidize an army of artisans 
to settle at tho farmgate. Pay 
them for making goods at a 
loss, and out of their profits 
they will purchase your abun- 
dance.** 

This, however, is not the 
worst. It is but fair to admit 
that through the protectionist 
logic was always at fault and 
the farmer never helped by 
"protection," yet that, in fact 
tho farmer did use to havo the 
"Home Market" for which he 
bargained — paltry as might be 
the whistle for which he had 
paid so dear. But nowadays 
there is no such thing as a 
"Home Market" for any con- 
siderable portion his produce. 
The farmer in the Genesee 
Valley not merely sees the 
trains run past him to Roches- 
ter, laden with flour rolled in 
Minneapolis from Dakota 
wheat, but uses tho same flour 
in his own household, and his 
village butcher sells fresh meat 
from beeves killed at Kansas 
City. No manufacturing town 
dreams nowadays of looking to 
the locality about it for any 
snpplies, except only the cheap- 
est part of its "garden truck." 
The labor markets of the world 
are open to the American man- 
ufacturer, who thus has free 
trade in the one thing he buys 
most of — labor. Ho lives in 
aland whero transportfacilitios 
are so dovelopod that he need 
not depend upon the locality 
about him — and no does not 
— in a country, whose surplus

In the first place, the mill- 
owners and all their employes, 
added to the miners, include 
less than 10 per cent of our 
working population. We now 
make 92 1-2 per cent. — nearly 
16-16 — of all the manufactured 
goods we use, and mills and 
mines are shut down on the 
avorage from one-tenth to one- 
sixth of the time, when their 
workingmen must eat even 
though they do not work. 
That is to say, even if we ab- 
solutely prohibited imports and 
forced our citizens to buy of 
oiu mill-owners every dollar's 
worth of goods they used, 
there could be no perceptible 
increase in the number of those 
to comsume the farmer's pro- 
dr * - Not merely this, but 
the invention and use of labor 
saving methods is increasing 
so fast that idroady, in some 
great industries — in more and 
more as times goes on — the 
number of workmen required 
is steadily growing less, though 
the product is rapidly increas- 
ing. It is plain enough, there- 
fore, that the mill-owners, how- 
ever protected cannot give the 
farmer any bettor "home mar- 
ket" than he does. 

This is strickingly illustra- 
ted by our experience. 

For thirty years the high 
tariff stimulus has been given 
to manufacturing industries. 
They have grown beyond pre- 
cedent, and if they could have 
given our farmers a profitable 
"home market" and made them 
independent of foreigders, they 
must havo done so. But tho 
fact is tho reverse. Adoptiug 
tho careful calculations of Mr. 
Davis (which are quoted with

What is the result? 

In a speech at Carroll, la., 
Sept. 15, Gov. Boies, referring 
to this same home market 
theory said : 

"But there is one class, our 
Republican friends tell us, that 
can always be depended upon 
to uphold the great American 
sy stem of protection. It is the 
farmer of the country. Now, 
this includes myself, and I 
want to know why we should 
uphold that system. They tell 
us in the first place that if we 
will wait long enough it will 
give us a ho'ne market for all 
the prodj * nir farms and 
save the expense of sending any 
part of it to a foreigu market. 
How long will this take, we 
ask. They do not tell us this, 
and so we must reason for our- 
selves. If we consult statistics 
wo find that three-fourths of all 
our exports come from the 
farms of the nation; that in a 
single year we have sent abroad 
the round numbers of #800,- 
000,000 worth of these pro- 
ducts. At a glance wo can see 
that if wo are to wait until con- 
ditions so change in this coun- 
try as to provide a homo mar- 
ket for all the products of all 
our products of all of our farms 
not ono of us will bo here to 
enjoy tho change. 

"In the spring of 1891 the 
farmers of Iowa sold sold their 
Oats of the crop of 1890 for fifty 
cents a bushel.

Now YoA, Sept. 17.— The 
life of Gov. Roswell P. Flower 
was threatened by an infernal 
machine sent to him at 
Windsor Hotel, thi3 city, W i>*>- ^rfl 
ncsday night. 

The box which contained the 
ii . * is now in the hands of 
Chief 1 . pector Steers, at police 
headquarters, together with the 
infernal machine and its me- 
chanical arrangements. A 
large number of detectives 
have been put on the case. 

Every * ~t was at first 
made to supp s the fact that 
the box left at the hotel con- 
tained a deadly machine and 
enough giant powder to have 
blown the Governor Into etern- 
ity. 

The affair was sent to Gov. 
Flower by mail. It was re- 
ceived at the hotel office and 
sent to the Governor's room by 
a clerk. Gov. Flower had 
gono away in the morning to 
inspect the State oystor beds 
along the sound. When the 
package was received, it was 
carelessly laid aside, as every 
one at tho time was busy at- 
tending to other matters. 
When the package was finally 
opened it was found to contain 
a box so curiously mado up 
that no one could open it, and 
letectivos were sent for. After 
Inspector Steers had satified 
himself that the Governor's life 
had been in danger, he had a 
consultation with Superiutend- 
ent Byrnes, and immediate 
steps were taken to run down 
the perpetrator of tho affair. 

Chief Inspector Steers at a 
late haur this afternoon for the 
reporters at headquarters, and 
told them that tho box sent to 
Gov. Flower was a veritable, 
unmistakable infernal machine, 
ingeniously contrived to kill 
the Governor or whoever 
might open it. The Inspector 
said that the box was received 
Wednesday night, and before 
it was opened there was receiv- 
ed an anonymous letter warn- 
ing the Governor of its charac- 
ter. Adjutant General Porter

ANARCHY AND DEATH. 



A Race War in Which Many 
Were Killed or Wounded. 

Camden, Ark., Sept. 19. — 
Startling news reached this 
city to-day from Calhoun coun- 
ty. A race war, with all its 
atrocities is prevailing over 
tqlue, and the hitherto quiet 
bailiwick has suddenly been 
transformo into a region of 
anarchy and death. Many 
rumors have gained circulation, 
some probably unreliable, but 
several corroborated each oth- 
er, and out of the whole tho 
following is probably true ; 

For tho past several days 
the negroes living in the south- 
eastern rportion of the county, a 
region in which they outnum- 
bered the white people six to 
one, have been very restless 
because of tho white-capping of 
some of their race by unknown 
parties. The punishment was 
administered on account of out- 
rageous behavior of the victims. 
Allowing this discontent to 
brew into rage, tho negroes 
have been roving the country 
within the last few days in 
bands armed to the the teeth, 
and muttering threats of tho 
most incendiary nature. So 
bold did the marauders become 
that on meeting white pcoplo 
in the road they would insult 
and threaten them outrageous- 
ly. Small gangs of negroes 
were continually riding over tho 
country behaving in this man- 
ner; and soon such conduct be- 
came unbearable. 

The whole matter culminated 
Saturday morning near Ray- 
ford, when a battle between tho 
whites and negroes occurred, 
in which threo of the l:ittci> 
were killed and seven wounded.

W ashington, D. C, Sept. 17. 
—Statistics of the immigration 
into the United States for tho 
month of August last have just 
been OOmpilled. The figures 
are interesting as allowing 
what might have been expected 
during the current month if no 
check had been interposed on 
the influx. There were 45,472 
immigrants landed in the 
mocth. These were almost 
exactly the figures of the pre- 
vious year; 35,000 of them 
came byway of New York, 4,- 
000 through Boston, 3,500 
through Baltimore and 2,500 
through Philadelphia. Ger- 
many contributed 10,500 of 
them and Russia 5,000 more. 
In other words, if immigration 
had not been practically sus- 
pended there would havo been 
15,000 immigrants from cho- 
lera infected districts shipped 
to the United States in tho 
month of August.

Three Hundred Hilled .-.Md In- 
jured and 42,000 Houses 
Destroyed.

San Fraueiseo, Sept, 16. — 
News reached here to-night 
that 300 persons were killed 
and badly injured in a recent 
gale in tho Tokushima district, 
in China. Twenty thousand 
acres of land were devastated 
by inundations and 42,000 
houses destroyed. An epidem- 
ic of dysentery has visited 
Kinshu and Spikou, and in the 
Oita prefecture 110 deaths oc- 
curred between July 31 and 
August 0. Thirty-two occur- 
red in tho Kumanoto prefect- 
ure from this cause up to Aug- 
ust 1 . I n tho i n feetod section s 
now cases are daily reported.

While the committees were pre- 
paring reports the convention ad- 
journed until 1 o'clock. 

The convention convened »t 1 
o'clock, and tho committee on per 
manent organization, made the fol- 
lowing report, which was adopted I 

1st. We report the name of John 
Grayot, of Smithland, Ky., as Per- 
manent Chairman ot the Conven- 
tion. 

2d. We suggest the name of T. J. 
Hill, of Princeton, Ky., as Perman- 
ent Secretary, and J. J' Glenn, ot 
Madisonville, Ky., and R. C. Wal 
ker, ot Marion, Ky., as Assistant 
Secretaries. 

3d. We suggest that the Chair 
man oppomt two members of each 
county to be named by the delegates 
from said counties a Committeemen 
Resolutions. 

4th. That all resolutions be re- 
ferred to this committee without de 
bate. Respectfully submitted, 
J. W. Blue, Sr., Ch'm. 
Aftor considerable delay the co n- 
rnittoo on credentials made its re- 
port. The report showed all the 
precincts properly represented, ex- 
cept Lola, there being no delegate 
and no credentials from this pre- 
cinct. The Panhandle precinct in 
Livingston county was represented 
by delegates with proper credentials, 
but it was found that undei the call 
made by the Judicial Committee, 
Panhandle, being an entire Magis- 
terial district and having cast but 
18 votes lor Brown in '91, was not 
entitled to representation in the con- 
vention. Capt. Allen, chairman of 
the Judicial Committee, and who 
had written tho call, explained that 
it was not the intention of said com- 
mittee to disfranchise Panhandle 
precinct, as the committee did not 
know that Panhandle was an entire 
Mugistenal distriot end hence could 



not join another precinct in electing 
delegates. He therefore moved that 
Panhandle delegates bo admitted to 
seats in the Convention, which, mo- 
tion was unanimously csrried. 

Tho report of the committee on 
credentials was adoptod. After 
which the report of the committee 
on permanent organization was adop- 
ted. Messrs. J. W. Blue and J. F. 
Dempsey were appointed to notify 
Mr. Urayott of his election; he was 
escorted to tho stand and introduced 
to the convention.. He thanked 
the convention for the honor, and in 
accepting it, he m?de a short but 
pointed speech, briefly out lining 
the situation of national, and dis- 
trict politics, and enunciating the 
true Democratic position. His 
speech was roundly applanded. 

The Chairman announced that 
nominations for Circuit Judge were 
in order. When the name ot Cald- 
woll county was called, Capt. 0. T. 
Allen arose and in a graceful and 
touching manner withdrew from the 
fight and placed Judge Nunn in 
nomination. His reference to his 
long service in the party, and fealty 
to its principles, and willingness to 
bow cheerlully always to its orders 
made a tear glisten in many pairs of 
eyes in the convention. In mention 
ing his opponent's name he said : 

Mr. President, I now nominate 
for tho Circuit Judgeship of this dis- 
trict Thomas J. Nunn, of Crittenden 
my neighbor, my personal and politi- 
cal friend for twenty years, the hon- 
orable gentleman with whom 1 made 
an honorable contest for this nom- 
ination. I know him well. I assure 
you and the people generally that 
he is worthy and deserving of the 
office and will fill it, as 1 believe, 
with credit to himself and satisfac- 
tion to all, and 1 oak that his nom- 
ination be made by acclamation. 

At the close of the speech tho con- 
vention unanimously nominated 
Nunn, and when the committees, 
composed of C. T. Allen. C. H. Webb 
and Fletcher Dempsoy. conducted 
the nominee to the stand, the con- 
vention went wild with enthusiasm. 
In a handsome manner Judge Nunn 
thanked the convention for the 
honor, spoke in tho hightcst terms 
of his late opponent, and alluded to 
the warm friendship existing between 
them, and the friendliness of the can- 
vass. 

The roll of counties for nom ina- 
tions for Commonwealth's Attorney 
was called. Mr. J. Bell Kevil in a 
befiting speech placed L. H. James' 
name before the convention. Mr. L 
Linley of Livingston said : "In the 
name of 1000 Democrats of Livings 
ten county, I second the nomination 
of L. H. James. When the name 
of Hopkins county was called, Mr. 
Fletcher Dempsey in a masterly 
speech presented the name of J, F. 
Gordon. Dr. Davis, of Hopkins sec- 
oneded this nomination in a happy 
style. Then came the call of pre- 
cincts for the vote. Caldwell coun- 
ty was called by precincts and her 
17 votes were cast solidly for James; 
Crittenden was called andjher twenty 
votes were added to the James col- 
umn. Livingston county was called 
and her vote lecorded as follows : 

ForGorden, Smithland 3. Grand 
Rivers 1, Dyer's Hill 1, Birdsville 8. 
Carrsville 3, total 11; for James, 
Sexton Springs 1, Salem 3, Rodfus 
Shop 2, Panhandle 1, total 7. Hop- 
kins county cast her 32 votes sol- 
idly lor Gordon. The result was 
announced as follows I James 44; 
Gordon 43. A recapitulation of the 
vote was made, but the result was 
unchanged. 

At this point Mr. Dempsey, of 
Hopkins, asked to have the creden- 
tials of the delegate from Sexton 
Springs, Livingston county, read. 
The chairman ruled that Mr. Demp- 
sey had the right to examine the 
credential in question, as they were 
filed with the report of the commit- 
tee on credentials. The credentials 
wero read and showed that Sexton 
Springs had instructed its delegates 
to cast the vote ot that precinct for 
Gordon. Mr. Stephon Johnson, 
who was the delogate, claimed that 
he had the right to cast the vote as 
he pleased, notwithstanding the in- 
structions. The excitement grew 
intense ; if Johnson cast his vote 
according to instructions, Gordon 
would be nominated; it he bolted the 
instructions James would be nomi- 
nated; he chose the latter and amidst 
the excitement James was declared 
the nominee. Mr. Dempsey spoke 
in plains terms of the treatment 



Gordon had received, and said we 
will go home and support the nomi- 
nee, as best we can, but we haro 
been butchored. our own has been 
taken from us. Mr. O. M. James 
said that in defense of himself and 
his father, that Mr. Johnson, the 
delegate from Sexton Springs, said 
that of the 130' votes in his precinct, 
130 were tor James and 0 for Gor- 
don; three of that six held the dis- 
trict meeting and instructed for 
Gordon, after promising 25 James 
men, that if they, the James men, 
would remain at work, they, the 
Gordon men, would hold the meet 
ing and instruct tor James. 

The chair appointed a committee 
to escort the nominee to the stand; 
his appearance was greeted with ap- 
plause, especially strong from the 
Caldwell county delegation. He 
made a handsome speech in accept- 
ing the nomination. 

On the streets after the conven 
tion, the Hopkins county men were 
bitter in their denunciation ot tho 
work of the convention in defeating 
Gordon, and there is no question but 
what there is distention all over the 
district, except, possibly, in Cald- 
well county, over the matter.

TlIK NEW SANTA MARIA. 

It is indeed hard to believe that the 
littlo caravel of 340 tens at tho ontaids 
oonld have mado such a voyage, and 
when one compares it with the tort* 
sailing vessels of today ha may well be 
increduloua. With the achievements 
of steam and practical science we are 
tolerably familiar, but the fact then 
(though sailing vessels antedate written 
history, the progress therein since 1402 
is us great aa in anything else) cornea to 
one as a great surprise. Comparo the 
little Santa Maria with, for instance, 
the magnificent Shenandoah, the Ameri 
can four masted bark and queen of all 
sailing veaeels, which a few months ago 
went from San Francisco to Liverpool 
with 5,008 tons of wheat on boa " 

Consider first the big sailer. The 
Shenandoah, commanded by Captain 
Murphy, was one of the five which left 
tho Bay of San Francisco last year on 
the famous race around the Horn. They 
sailed at high tide, of necessity, aa they 
drew twenty-seven feet of water. The 
weight of wheat aboard, 5,003 tons, was 
the greatest cargo of the kind ever 
placed in a vessel and equivalent to 
166,783 bushels, or the crop of an aver- 
age agricultural county. An adequate 
description of the Shenandoah would 
fill a column. Sailer as she la, the 
"makes sail by steam," aa sailors say- 
that is, the sails or* pulled into place 
by a little donkey engine, and of all 
glorious sights to the seaman's eye there 
is none more glorious than to see her 
swell from bare poles to fall rig of 
snowy sails in less than five minute*. 

The Santa Maria might have bean 
placed on tho deck of the Shenandoah 
without adding perceptibly to her 
weight of cargo. She was a decked ves- 
sel, and while the Spanish historians do 
not deal in exact measurements they are 
so minute in details of her capacity that 
her size is known. Cuptain Gostavus 
W. Fox, after a very careful calculation, 
declares that her length was "68 feet 
over all and 07 feet along her keel," 
with 20 feet beam and 10% feet in depth. 
Her crew consisted of fifty seamen, and 
in tho list are found tho names of one 
Englishman and one Irishman. It it 
really a pity that this list is not certain- 
ly authentic; it would be interesting to 
know the name of the first Irish 
grant to America. This historic 
was wrecked on Christmas eve, 14M, on 
tho coast of Ilispaniola, a calamity due 
to the gross carelessness of the sailing 
master. 

Small as she waa, her consorts, the) 
Pinta and the Nina, were considerably 
smaller, being mere barks, called cara- 
vels, without decks, unless the high 
prow and stern may be so called. In the 



war* at Hnafva to salute toe new Banta 
Maria on her first voyage down the river, 
and her entrance into the Bay of Cadis 
waa greeted by deafening salvos. Aa 
there waa almost a dead calm, howover, 
she had to be taken to tow by a gunboat, 
which marred the representation some- 
what Latter, howover, she sailed oat 
beautifully on the route taken by Colum- 
bus, and returned to receive renewed 
salutes. At this naval congress of na- 
the fact waa humorously ooro- 
that Columbus took with him 
for interpreter a scholar who knew Lat- 
Arabic, Coptic end 
addition to Spanish! that 
this learned geatlexnan waa • failure in 
the New World, and that the first to 
master any of the Indian tongues were 
the moat illiterate eeflors. Bart this is 
an oft repeated experience.
